Freight Business Booming. 

Portland, Dec. 5th—Freight 
trains .were comiDg ’in on the 
Grand Trunk to-day at the rate of 
two an hour, and 458 cars of grain 
alone were received during the 
day. There are at present about 
1200 loaded freight cars in the 
Grand Trunk yard and 1700 more 
cars are now on their way to Port¬ 
land.
